Parked Truck 


James H. Aker, 22, of 14 Henry street, 
Everett, will appear before Judge Frederic N. 
Chandler in Lawrence District court next 
Tuesday morning as a result of an accident 
| on the Reading road last Monday evening, in 
} which two women were killed, one seriously 
jinjured, and two men slightly hurt. Miss 
Lillian Middleton, 19, of 382 Main street, 
Reading, and Mrs. Daniel Reed, 50, of 383 
Fulton street, Medford, died shortly after 
being admitted to the Lawrence General 
hospital. The life of Miss Dorothy Reed, 20, 
daughter of one of the victims, was despaired 
of for a while, but Wednesday noon the 
hospital authorities were able to tell her 
father that they saw no reason why she 
should not recover. 


Aker was released under $1500 bonds on 
two charges of manslaughter and operating 
4n automobile so as to endanger. He was the 
driver of a Ford touring car which crashed 
into the rear of a parked truck near Carter's 
corner. The party of five left Medford about 
4.30 and were enroute to Cobbett’s pond, 
Pelham, N. H. Aker and Miss Reed were in 
the front seat, and in the rear were Mrs. 
Reed on the right, Miss Middleton in the 
center, and Vincent Licciardi of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., on the left. Aker swung his machine 
out to pass the truck, and it was only those on 
the right side, next to the truck, that were 
severely injured. The driver and Licciardi, 
Miss Middleton's fiance, escaped with minor 
injuries because of their fortunate position on 
the offside. 


_ The Ford hit the left rear end of the truck, 
its front end sliding under the truck’s rear 
end. The upper half of the touring car was 
ripped off entirely. The women were struck 
square on. The Reading girl’s head was 
thrown back through the rear window. Aker 
brought the Ford to a stop a short distance 
ahead of the truck in the second lane and 
then picked his fiancee out of the wreckage. A 
passing motorist picked the two up and sped 
away to the Lawrence General hospital. 
nee, through Shawsheen village they picked 
up Officer Arthur Jowett. 


The Andover fire department ambulance 
brought the other three to the hospital. At 
the scene of the accident Licciardi tore his 
shirt into shreds to stop the flow of blood in 
Miss Middleton’s wounds. 

Mrs. Reed passed away at 6.45, fifteen 
minutes after being admitted to the hospital. 
Miss Middleton died two hours later. The 
former had received a skull fracture, several 
severe lacerations about the head which left 
the brain exposed. The younger victim had 
received a fractured left jaw, laceration of the 
left cheek, fractured right collar-bone, 
punctured lung and questionable fractures of 
the fifth, sixth and seventh ribs on the right 
side. The medical examiner, Dr. Victor A. 
Reed, viewed both bodies at the hospital. 
He announced Mrs. Reed's death had been 
caused by a fractured skull. The young girl's 
death was attributed to a punctured lung and 
a hemorrhage in the chest. 


Miss Reed's injuries were a fractured skull, 
a compound fracture of the right forearm, a 
fractured jaw, and numerous lacerations 
about the head, At first she was given only an 
even chance to recover, but she slowly gained 
ground. 


Officer Carl Stevens investigated the acci- 
dent and as a result he arrested Aker late 
| Monday night on the various counts. In 
court he pleaded not guilty and was released 
in $1500 bonds, furnished by Daniel Reed, 
Mrs. Reed's husband. He claimed that he was
